Those who, after de- 
ducting the exemptions allowed in the Act, are not liable 


to a tax. need not fill returns, 


Full information re exemptions and method of filing

The general penalty for failure to file returns by the 
date specified is 5 percent of the amount of tax peyable 
with a maximum of $500, Specific penalties are provided

creed, After a series of unions 
in both Presbyterianism and 
Methodism prior to the opening 
of the century, 1902 saw definite 
steps taken which ended _ in 
the union of 1925. In the mean- 
time nacional union churches 
were formed in China and’ In- 
dia. In 1920 the Lambeth Con- 
ference issued its “Appeal to 
all churches to unite,” which 
was backed by the same confer- 
ence ten years later, Two 
world conventions have been 
held under the international 
committee on Faith and Order 
with all Christian churrhes, ex- 
ceptthe Roman Catholic, tak- 
ing part. And that church has 
renewed and reinforced her ap- 
peal for the other branches to 
come back to the fold. Since 
the Canadian union there has 
been union in both Scotland and 
England, Australia and South 
Africa have a movement under 
consideration, And just a 
couple of years ago India com- 
pleted another union including 
the Church of England in In- 
dia and this received the sanc- 
tion of the Lambeth Conference 
of 1930. While one cannot 
criticize severely the former 
break from the churches today 
the spirit of God leads toward 
union. Personally I feel that 
the denominations have made 
distinct contributions to religi-
